CONSTABULARY.

tures to a petition to tho General Assembly 
for a stato constabulary will probably havo 
little difficulty in obtaining a thousand sig- 
natures. To gct^tho iivo thousand bigua- 
tures that ouo speaker last night anticipated 
tho committee will have to go into tho pub- 
lic schools nnd get the signatures of somo 
Very littlo women indeed. It is not likely

I thluk that a phy- 
sician in the eastern part of tho stato (ho 
did well to withhold Uis name), and "Bur- 
gess" must both bo dyspeptics of the first 
water,or perhaps Burgess is a gourmand and 
thinks farmers' wives "meagre diet," be- 
cause they don't relish tho rich dishes which 
he finds so delicious. Farmers live poor! 
The idea is perfectly absurd. My dear mel- 
ancholy doctor, we live on the fat of the 
land; it is only the surplus which we send 
to market. Nowhere will you find as fresh 
vegetables, sweet cream and new milk, 
about which is not even a suspicion of 
clialfc or water; our moat is home-grown,- 
where we know what the nuinmls were fed 
upon, our wheat is made into sweet homo- 
made broad, in which is not even a pinch of 
saleratus. Golden balls of delicious butter 
which remind one of the sweet clovcrficlds, 
maple honey, tbee's honey, fr.ilt, .t ;. * An 
who knows how to set these delicacies on 
the table in tho healthiest and nicest form, 
the country matroD, who knows eve-iy nook 
and t'u-u of the domestic machinery, or tho 
ignorant Bridget- in a city kitchen? 


But I must confess to a wetness for 


those feather beds which Sirs. Plr- \elt 
Booms to abhor so much. Not in the- Summer 
tinio by nny means; then they avo banished 
to those great cheats iii the gprrat and sweet 
clean corn-husk bods on top of niiittrossos 
tako their place.

stands 13 or 1'0 degrees below zero, after a , 
pleasant evening spent in discussing do- 
mestic economy, I will put her to sloop in 
the inidstof a groat, soft., yielding, drowsy 
feather bed, and if II. o lady should chance 
to be a bit rheumatic I will u'on put her bo- 
1 ween a couple of soft homo umdo Iambs' 
wool sheets, and in the morning as nho 
comes down to breakfast with frnmo and 
mind refreshed by a warm -night's sleep, if 
she is a conscientious, out spoken woman, 'I 
thing she will say that feather- beds p.ro 
good in their place, tlmt is, to sleep on in a 
cold winter's uiglit. 


If writing was my forte, dearly should I like 


to give the readers of Tho World glimpses 
of some farmers' homes which 1 know. 
I would tell them of tho intelligent, well- 
read fathers and mothers, of the noble boys 
and lovely girls who are so soon to take our 
places ou the farm, of tho healthy little 
children, free and happy as tho birds o? the 
air.
